At the downtown hotel Welling: | 
ton Wallace, 37, was fatally wound-| 
ed and Albert Rae, 36, was serious- 
ly injured when he fell from high 
tension wires outside a secoyd- 
story window. Joe Martin was 
found with badly cut hands suf- 
fered, he told police, while attempt- 
ing to prevent a holdup. 

Police said four persons—Mar- 
tin, Ruth Pratt, Flevette Ellen 
Williams and William McLaren— 
are being held for questioning in 
connection with the hotel shoot- 
ing. 

In another section of Vancouver, 
Albert McCorrish, 23, was shot in 
the back by Constable S, H. Sloan 
of the city police after an attempt- 
ed drugstore noldup early yester- 
day.

LONDON, April 3.—Ameri-! 
can heavy bombers attacked 
Budapest for the first time to- 
day, smashing in force at the 
rail yards and an aircraft fac- 
tory of the Hungarian capital 
newly occupied by the Nazis. 

The 15th U.S. Air Force based 
in Italy delivered the initial -blow 
against Budapest while the Red 
army was massing near the bor- 
der of Hungary and the Germans 
were struggling to bolster their 
defences of the Balka™s. 

The bombardment of Budapest, 
vital transport centre on the middle 
Danube, was the second major as- 
sault from Italy in two days. Yes- 
terday bombers pounded ball bear- 
ing and aircraft plants at Stery, 
Austria, 90 miles northwest of 
Vienna. 

CLOSEST TO RUSSIA 

The Budapest attack represented 
the closest approach to the advanc- 
ing Russian front. Observers said 
it provided direct support of the 
Red army, strategically as well as 
psychologically. 

The assault was the first big 
scale bombardment of Budapest. 
Russian planes were reported to 
have attacked the city long ago,

Home Building 
Shows Increase 
Over Last Year 


Home building in Edmonton 
got away to a great start during 
the first three months of 1944 
with 89 permits being taken out 
for the construction of dwellings, 
compared with 37 for the same 
period of 1943, it was revealed in 
a statement filed Monday with 
the city commissioners by Max- 
well A. Dewar, city architect. 
Value of the 1944 period permits 

was $171,945 compared with $86,- 
550 last year, an increase of $85,395. 
The total of building permits is- 
sued during the three months of 
this year was $1,707,705 compared 
with $1,103,275 for the same period 
last year, an increase of $604,430. 
During March, 1944 permits were 
taken out for the construction of 
seven commercial bulidings, the 
value of which was placed at $15,- 
900. Total of 19 permits were issued 
for alterations {to commercial 
structures with a value of $17,295. 

Permits were issued for building 

50 dwellings during March, the 
value of the permits being $100,445. 
There were 49 permits issued for 
alterations and repairs to dwellings 
for a value of $32,735, and nine 
permits were issued for adjustment 
of home building permits issued in 
1943. 


COMMERCIAL BUILDING 

In the three months period of 
1944 a total of 14 permits were is- 
sued for commercial buildings with 
a total value of $32,650, and 26 for 
alterations and repairs to such 
structures, the value of the latter 
permits being $37,295. 

Three institutional building per- 
mtis were issued totalling $1,327,500, 
and two for repairs amounting to 
$19,000, For alterations to dwellings 
110 permits were issued, the amount 
of the permits being $59,025, and 31 
adjusting permits were issued for 
a value of $51,120. 

During the 1943 period six public 
buildings permits were issued for 
a value of $757,100; three for com- 
mercial buildings amounting to $9,- 
700; and three for office buildings 
to cost $72,000. In this period 157 
permits were issued for alterations 
and repairs to existing structures, 
the amount of these permits being 
$169,005.

LONDON, April 3.—British 
naval planes pounced on the 
great German battleship Tir- 
pitz lying crippled in a Nor- 
wegian fjord and hit her with 
Several bombs in a “success- 
ful” attack, the admiralty an- 
nounced today. 

A terse admiralty communique 
revealed the new damaging blow 
to the Tirpjtz, Germany's only 
super-dreadnaught and mainstay 
of dwindling Nazi naval power a 
little more than five months after 
Royal Navy midget submarines 
knocked it out of action last Sep- 
tember, 

“Naval aircraft have carried out 
a successful bombing attack on the 
German battleship Tirpitz in the 
Alten Fjord of north Norway,” the 
communique said. “Several hits 
were obtained.” 

The bombing, the date of which 
was not given, was the first an- 
nounced attack by naval planes on 
the Tirpitz in the Alten fjord. 


“OUT” FOR LONG TIME 

The attack on the Tirpitz, mys- 
tery ship of the German battle fleet 
whose weight is known only to the 
Germans but which is estimated up 
to 45,000 tons, was believed to have 
been carried out by carrier-based 
planes, although the communique 
did not specify. 

Observers said that with the 
damage of “several” bomb hits 
added to that wrought by the mid- 
get submarines, the one-time terror 
of the northern sea lanes undoubt- 
edly would be out of action for a 
long time. 

The new blow at the Tirpitz 
was struck at a time when Hit- 
ler’s lieutenants were fortifying 
the western coast of Europe from 
North Cape to the Bay of Biscay 
in anticipation of an Allied inva- 
sion,

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New Democracy Party M.P.’s 
Will Adopt Social Credit 
Name After National Meet 


TORONTO, April 3.—(CP)—Members of the Federal 
New Democracy party probably will have the names of 
Social Crediters after the Social Credit convention here April 
4, 5 and 6, it was learned yesterday. 


The convention, organized by a * 


committee of New Democracy- 
Social Credit members of parlia- 
ment who were given the duty at 
an Alberta meeting last year, has 
the purpose of setting up a Social 
Credit organization for political 
action In the federal field. 

“After the convention we expect 
to go forward as Social Crediters 
without any entanglements with 
any other group,” said one 
authority. 


FIRST SUCCESS IN 1935 

Social Crediters said their move- 
ment won its first great success in 
Alberta in 1935, when the late Will- 
jam Aberhart saw his Social Credit 
party elected to power in a pro- 
vincial election. Mr. Aberhart, who 
died last year, became premier. 

His provincial government 
duties gave Mr. Aberhart little 
time for organization work 
throughout the Dominion, but 
men who had been associated 
with him said that without ques- 
tion he was looked to by all 
Canadian Social Crediters, and 
by many money reformers as 
well, as their leader. 

In 1939, Lt.-Col. W. D. Herridge 
of Ottawa, former Canadian min- 
ister to the United States, led the 
New Democracy party which had 
the purpose of unifying all pro- 
gressive reform groups. Mr. Aber- 
hart decided to throw in the Social 
Credit lot with New Democracy in 
the federal field and his supporters 
approved, 

TEN CANDIDATES WON 

But, in the federal election of 
1940, the only successful New 
Democracy candidates were 10 Al- 
berta Social Crediters. However, 
the successful candidates retained 
the name of New Democracy, al- 
though in official handbooks they 
have shown their party politics as 
“New Democracy (S.C.).” 

Social Crediters said that in re- 
cent years Col. Herridge has not 
been active in politics and the New 
Democracy movement has been 
Passive. 

“As we propose to set up a 
political organization and fight 
elections as Social Crediters, the 
prospect is that we will drop the 
title New Democracy if the con- 
vention so approves,” one Social 
Crediter said. 

The decision to appoint a com- 
mittee to arrange a convention to 
be attended by Social Credit sup- 
porters from across Canada was 
reached last year at a caucus of 
New Democracy members of par- 
liament and Alberta provincial 
members, including the provincial 
cabinet,

Rey, E. G. Hansell, New Democ- 
racy member for parliament for 
Macleod, Alta, was appointed 
chairman, with Anthony Hlynka 
(N.D., Vegreville), F. D. Shaw 
(N.D,, Red Deer}, Robert Fair 
(N.D., Battle River), and W. F.

Since then about 3,000 question-

But the city’s efforts in this respect will 
have meagre results if the campaign is 
not backed by every individual and every 
organization in the community. The com- 
munity leagues, service clubs and sports 
organizations can render particularly use- 
full assistance in the movement. The com- 
munity leagues, for instance, can be in- 
valuable in locating the pools and ponds 
where mosquitoes breed. 

An enthusiastic and united effort is re- 
quired if Edmonton is to free itself from 
a dangerous, costly and uncomfortable 
nuisance, Moreover, there can be no delay. 
If mosquito abatement is to be effective 
this year, plans should be perfected by 
April 15th. * 


Longer and Stronger 


Airplanes get bigger and bigger, carry- 
ing heavier and heavier loads, Bigger and 
heavier planes require longer runways on 
which to land and from which to take off. 
The runways, too, must be built of con- 
crete, thicker than needed for a city pave- 
ment. An asphalt surface will not stand 
the punishment. Gravel tears the tires 
to pieces and becomes rutted. Faulty run- 
ways mean wrecked planes, pilots killed or 
injured, traffic dislocated. 

That the string of airports leading 
from Edmonton to Fairbanks will need 
runways long enough to accommodate the 
largest planes, and strong enough to stand 
the hardest wear and tear, is certain, For 
the biggest and heaviest of the air carriers 
are coming this way, and will keep on com- 
ing. And » the biggest bombers as well, in 
future numbers probably such as we have 
not yet seen. 

Included in the estimates at Ottawa is 
a sum approximating $5,000,000, to be used 
in providing runways of this type at Ed- 
monton, Grande Prairie, Ft. Nelson and 
Watson Lake. The work is to be proceeded 
with at once. 

What this implies as to the importance 
of the North West route in wartime and in 
the longer future is apparent. These long 
and durable landing strips will be perma- 
nent, aS permanent as a railway track. 
They are meant to last; which means that 
in the judgment of aviation experts this 
north-westerly air line is to be one of the 
great traffic arteries of the continent, not 
only while war supplies have to be kept 
moving into the North Pacific area, but 
when peace returns and national and in- 
ternational commerce adjusts itself to the 
advantages and opportunities of air 


transport.

That Jap Fleet 


No outsider but Mr. Mitchell Hepburn 
has claimed to know the whereabouts of 
the Japanese battle-fleet. Two years ago 
he said it was at Manila—where it wasn’t. 
By a process of wide search, its hiding place 
is being restricted to a smaller area and 
will eventually be discovered. It wasn't 
in the Marshalls, nor in the Carolines when 
the Americans got there. It was not found 
among the southern islands where Allied 
sea, air and land forces have been wiping 
out Jap strongholds one after another, Had 
it been in the Indian ocean it would have 
been located long ago. 
The Russians faced a similar quandary 
forty years ago. Their Baltic fleet sailed 
almost to Vladivostock before it found the 
Japanese battleships, to its sorrow—in the 
Straits of Tsushima. Perhaps it is in the 
same waters Nippon’s battle-fleet now is 
and has been from the beginning of the 
present war. Naval experts think that is 
its most likely location, and its absence 
everywhere else supports their suggestion, 
For the same reason that the Grand Fleet 
kept to Scapa Flow during the former war, 
Nippon’s battleships have probably been 
cruising in home waters, and will continue 
to cruise there. 
Its battle-fleet is Japan’s last line of de- 
fence. Now that the island outposts are 
falling to the Allies, even Tojo the cocksure 
will hardly risk its destruction save when a 
last stand has to be made to ward off at- 
tack and invasion of the Japanese home- 
lands. 
Even prolonged shelling and bombing 
the Palau islands, within 500 miles of 

Philippines, failed to cause the Jap 
heavy squadrons to materialize; strong 
evidence of how carefully they are being 
saved for the time when they will have to 
Stand between J: apen and direct assault.

Coal or No Coal? 


It is unthinkable that the coal mines in 
the Edmonton district, or in any other pro- 
ducing area in Canada, should long remain 
idle at this time because those who operate 
the mines are refused a return sufficient to 
cover their costs of production, reward 
them for their managerial services, and 
give them a fair margin of profit on their 
investment. ‘This the operators say is the 
reasop they have closed the Edmonton 


of

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mines, and which will prevent them re- 
opening under present conditions. 

The all-important fact is that Canada 
will need during the coming year all the 
coal that can be taken from all mines in 
the country working steadily at normal 
capacity. The “emergency” in regard to 
fuel is less imminent than it was last fall, 
but it is no less real, That being the case, 
the immediate need is that the Dominion 
make whatever temporary adjustment in 
the subsidy scale or in the price of coal 
may be necessary to get the mines again 
in operation. Any lengthy tie-up would 
deprive war industries, civic utilities and 
the public of coal that will be needed, and 
would allow the mines to fall into a condi- 
tion requiring both time and money to re- 
store them to production. 

Such an arrangement to keep coal 
coming out of the mines would give time 
for a detailed study of the whole question 
of production cost, and that seems to be the 
crux of the disagreement. The Royal com- 
mission which is to investigate coal pro- 
duction and distribution throughout the 
country could be profitably employed to 
make this local inquiry while the mines op- 
erated under the temporary arrangement. 

Nobody expects or should expect coal 
to be produced at a loss. To arrive at a fair 
decision as to how much subsidy an oper- 
ator requires, or how much more per ton 
he needs to get from the consumer, it is 
necessary first to find out what is the 
level of his production cost. There should 
be no need to stall production while that 
question is being solved. And the country 
cannot afford to have production stalled 
on account of that or any other avoidable 
difficulty. 

The immediate and imperative duty of 
the Government is to put the mines back 
into production. The means are less im- 
portant than the end.

Idiomatic Phrases of Today 


Origin of ‘White Elephant’ 
And ‘Ye Are The Salt of 
The Earth’ 


By MARY ALICE QUAYNE 

We all use phrases and never 
stop to think how they came into 
use. Such an iditmatic phrase is 
“a white elephant,” which means 
a gift that causes more trouble 
than it is worth. 

The presentation of elephants was 
regarded as a great royal favor, 
although sometimes the favor was 
a punishment in disguise. 

The presentation of “a white 
elephant” was an unprofitable dig- 
nity conferred upon one whom an 
Indian king wanted to bring to des- 
titution, writes C, N. Zutshi in The 
Indian Review. 

A courtier could not refuse a 
present given him by the king; nor 
could he refuse to keep the animal. 
The result was that he was soon a 
ruined man, because the elephant 
is an animal so hard to supply with 
food that he would soon eat all that 
an ordinary person _ possessed. 
Hence the phrase “a white ele- 
phant.” 


Elephants 

The importanec of elephants in 
Indian history dates from the Vedic 
period, when they were India’s king 
makers, They were supposed to be 
gifted with an unerring instinct to 
spot the real scion of the royal 
blood. Whenever a king died child- 
less, or an heir was kidnapped, the 
royal elephant was called upon to 
solve the difficulty. 

He was gaily caparisoned and 
given a garland to put around the 
neck of whomsoever he chose in his 
rambles for the quest of a succes- 
sor. Wandering through the hills 
and dales, the elephant would come 
upof a rightful ruler of his choice, 
and put the garland around his 
neck. Thus, sometimes a beggar’s 
bowl was exchanged for a kingly 
crown, 

In this way was a new king 
found, and the courtiers who fol- 
lowed the royal animal flocked to 
his standard and swore fealty to 
him, 


Salt in Commerce 

The Biblical statement, “Ye are 
the salt of the earth”, was no idle 
phrase either. To early man, salt 
represented something that was 
both imperishable and that would 
keep other things from perishing. 
He was aware that it made food 
good to eat, and that it. passessed 


healing powers, which he exagger- 
ated. Salt is one of the world’s most 
widely distributed minerals. In 
early days cargoes of salt were car- 
ried in ships which first ventured 
across the Mediterranean, and salt 
is believed to have been the first 
important article of commerce. 

Roman soldiers were paid an al- 
lowance for salt which explains the 
saying that a man “is worth his 
salt.” Each fighter’s allowance was 
called his “salarium”, or allowance 
for “sal”, the Latin word for salt. 
The word “salary” came from that 
practice. 


Salt in the Body 


Every housewife knows that no 
dish can be made really palatable 
without salt, and no table is com- 
pletely set without it. Baking powd- 
er comes from the same source, 
being obtained in the production of 
sodium carbonate. Flake salt, a 
variation of table salt, is used for 
salting fish, curing ham and bacon, 
and purifying sausage casings, 

The body tissues of man and 
beast contain salt, and the supply 
must be continually renewed to 
compensate for loss through pers- 
peration. The state of being “over- 
come by the heat” is usually attrib- 
uted to the fact that the body lacks 


salt. 
tears. 

Chemically speaking, salt is so- 
dium chloride—a union of mettalic 
sodium and chlorine gas. Upon re- 
ceiving salt, the stomach changes 
its chloride component into hydro- 
chloric acid for digestive purposes. 

The first commercial use of salt 
was for preserving foodstuffs. Since 
it kept them from spoiling, primi- 
tive people thought of salt as a 
protection against demons, 
throwing a pinch of salt over the 
shoulder originated in the belief 
that salt had the power of driving 
away evil forces. 

Salt ranks fifth among the 150 
most important materials used by 
chemical industry today, being ex- 
ceeded only by water, air, coal and 
sulphur. 

Caustic soda and chlorine are 
both used extensively in war work. 
Newsprint and other wood pulp 
papers are not as white today as 
formerly, because chlorine, which 
is used for bleaching, has gone to 
war. 

Salt can serve as a goed substi- 
tute for many of the things we 
can't get from our drugginst today.

Army Doctors May Serve Alberta Civilian Population 


Missionary, Family Return Here 
After Service, Suffering in China 


By MADELEINE LEVASON 

After years of terror, hunger 
and suffering in war-torn China, | 
the Rev, and Mrs. Clifford T. 
Paulson have arrived home in 
Canada with their three small 
children, Their pleasure at their | 
home-coming, however, is marred | 
by the knowledge that their 10- 
year-old son, Philip, is a prisoner 
of the Japanese. 


Mr. and Mrs. Paulson, who spent 
10 years at the China Inland mis- 
sion in Shangjao, province of Ki- 
angsi,, China, experienced all the 
horrors of war for several years 
They withstood 20 enemy bombings, | 
saw their mission and their home! 
destroyed, and finally had to flee | 
the country with the advancing Jap- | 
anese close on their heels. When 
the little yellow men broke through} 
defence lines in their district they | 
overran a station where their son,! 
Philip, then just six years old, was/ 
attending school, and they 
flee the country with no hope of) 
being able to rescue him. 

All transportation and commun-| 
ication lines in China are complete-| 
ly disrupted, Mr. Paulson said, and 
they travelled for five weeks on 
foot, in trucks and wagons to reach 
the nearest airport. 


FLEW TO CALCUTTA 


An airplane carried them high 
over the fighting lines of Burma 
across the Himalayas to Calcutta. 
After three months in Calcutta 
where they saw more famine and) 
distress, they were brought across 
the Pacific to safety in a United | 
States warship. 

Mr. Paulson arrived in Edmon- 
ton last weék with two of his child- 
ren, Elaine, seven years old, and 
Keith, four, leaving Mrs. Paulson 
who is recovering from Malaria, in| 
Victoria, B.C., with the youngest| 
child, 2-year-old Blake. 

Mr. Paulson is living with his} 
parents Mr. and Mrs. B. A. Paulson | 
at 9103 88 avenue. He and his wife} 
have 14 months’ furlough in which} 
to rest and recover from their ex- 
periences before returning to miss- | 
ionary duties. They hope to return 
to China after the war. 

In the meantime, every effort is} 
being made by the government to 
have their son released by the Jap- 
anese, Mr. Paulson remarked rather 
bitterly he was “very surorised to 
find Japanese people in this country 
allowed to roam about while a 
harmless little boy of 10 is being 
kept in an internment camp.” 


MATTER OF PRIDE 

He spoke of being greatly im- 
pressed and very proud of the well 
organized war effort being made by 
Canadians. He said «inflation and 
suffering in China was very bad. No’ 
milk, sugar or bacon had been seen

Dr. Cross said that in Alberta, 
authority is already contained in 
the Municipal Districts Act under 
which rural municipalities may 
make provision for medical ser- 
vices for residents. No amending 
legislation would be required to 
take advantage of such a plan as 
proposed by Ottawa.

For many years I have found it | 
necessary to explain away the 
common belief that acid fruits have 
any direct bearing in producing the 
condition of the body called aci- 


dosis. 
From my experience, I am con- 
vinced there is not the slightest 


excuse for believing that acid fruits 
have any direct effect in creating 
this condition, 

In order to understand this fact, 
it is well first of all, to know what 
acidosis means. The simplest def- 
inition is that acidosis refers to a 


lessened alkilinity. In normal 
health, the tissues of the body are 
faintly alkaline, however, through 


incorrect habits of living, including 
the use of too many foods which 
leave an acid ash in the body, the 


producing the state which we call 
acidosis. 

The name acidosis implies that 
the body is overly acid, which is in- 
correct, as the blood and other tis- 
sues are not really acid during 
life. Many patients refer to acidosis 
as hyper-acidity, and this also is 
likely to produce the wrong im- 
pression, Within the next few 
years, I believe that the more cor- 
rect term of lessened alkalinity will 
be adopted to designate the condi- 
tion we now refer to as acidosis. 

Acidosis is.often produced by the 
over use of those foods which leave 
an acid ash in the body. When due 
to this cause, it is easily corrected 
by using more of the alkaline form- 
ing foods. Briefly listed, the acid 
foods are: meats, eggs, 
fish, and starches such as bread. 
The alkaline forming foods are: 
‘fruit, fruit juice, and vegetables. 
Potatoes and lima beans also be- 
long in this alkaline group. 

A long time ago, when foods were 
first classified, some of the fruits 
were given the name of acid fruits, 
on account of their containing nat-

When you wish to alkanizize the 
body, the best method to use is the 
short fast on fruit juice. I have 
yet to find any other treatment 
which is superior to this. The best 
fruit juices to use for the purpose 
are orange juice, grapefruit juice 
canned tomato juice, and canned 
unsweetened pineapple juice. 
Choose any kind of juice desired, 
take one ecight-ounce glass every 
two hours while you are awake; 
keep this up for five days, and the 
desired state of increased alkalin- 
ity will be created. During the fast, 
take one enema daily.
